THE WARSAW-CRACOW MEETING 

OF Thk Internatiunae Historical Congress 

T he not very many English people, mostly from 
Cambridge, who went to Poland in August—some 
by rail, some by road and some by sea and air—were 
well repaid. Several of them had not seen the country 
before. To these, everything in the Polish scene, from 
the fields of the North to the coffin of Augustus the 
Physically Strong at Cracow, was fascinating, and the 
beauty of many things—the whole of Cracow and the 
Warsaw palaces for instance—a discovery. Generous 
and admirably organised Polish hospitality made an 
Englishman reflect on the social value of an ardent 
national temperament ; and he was very conscious, 
especially in the churches, of a vivid popular life. 

Nations were on the whole well represented, though 
certain great historians were greatly missed. There were 
fewer Americans than English speaking delegates could 
have wished, but there was a fuller representation of 
Central and East European scholarship than would have 
been likely in any Western capital. This being so it 
was no defect in the organisation of the Congress that 
there were so many communications and reports on 
special problems of East and Central European history 
and prehistory, made in languages accessible to the 
average Western visitor by scholars whose own languages 
are not always so accessible—Poles, Czechs, Magyars, 
Russians, Letts, Roumanians, Turks. In the growing 
Babel of to-day meeting places where all agree to speak 
in one of only four languages are indispensable. It must 
be added that those who would cut the number down to 
one, Latin, were properly represented at Warsaw. 

The permanent work of the Committee of the 
Congress was reflected in the Internatiorral Bibliography 
of Historical Works for 1928, which was laid on the 
table and published in September, and that for 1929, 
also laid on the table, which will appear in December, 

A first volume of the List of Constitutions of all States, 
with historical introductions and bibliographies, also 
appeared recently. The British introduction is in part 
the work of Miss H. M. Cam, of Girton. As a permanent 
record of the Warsaw meeting, two volumes of Ln 
f^)lo<(ne an Cotigres —to be followed by a third—were 
edited for the Polish Historical Society by Professor 
Haiecki. They contain all the papers by Polish scholars 
including—to refer to modern history only—Professor 
Dembinski's paper on Siaiiislas Auguste et ses relations 
intellectuelles avec Vitrangery with an unpublished letter 
from Burke to the Polish King, and Professor Haiidels- 
man’s important study, Le P/itice Czartoryskt et la 
RotnnaniCy 1834-1850. 

One calls such work ‘ permanent ’ ; but the friendships 
and understandings which the Congress fostered may be 
not less permanent. It is easy to make light of the 
strict scientific value of these huge quinquennial 
gatherings. (There were many hundreds of ‘con- 
gressists ’ at Warsaw and Cracow). The stern expert 
prefers much smaller and more level groups which share 
his personal jargon. These no doubt have their great 
uses. But international friendships somewhat outside 
one’s own group, born at a Loudon Congress twenty 
years ago and still vigorous, with others born last 
August, exclude this preference. Besides these new 
friendships, a most satisfactory tmtcome of the Congress 
was tlie election of Professor Temperley to the chair- 
inan-.hip of the Committee. His concluding speech in 
six languages was much admired in the trains which

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OBITUARY 


Professor A. A. Bevan 

Professor Anthony Ashlky Bkvan was born in 
1859 ; he died suddenly of heart failure last Monday 
week. During a life of over seventy years he displayed 
a consistent devotion to learning which, among many 
learned men that T have known, is without a parallel. 
He was one of the dozen most learned Arabists, not of 
PJngland or Europe only, but of the whole world. He 
was almost equ.illy distinguished for his knowledge of 
Hebrew and Old I'estament literature. He knew Syriac 
thoroughly and other Semitic languages well, and he 

had an excellent acquaintance with Persian language 
and literature. 

I wish to stress his immense learning first of all, 
because it was only realised by few. It was not that he 
concealed it, still less made no use of it, hut tlie public 
for which he wrote was a small class of specialists, and 
many of those, whose appreciation he most valued aie 
now dead. Edouard Reuss, N 61 deke, Welll.ausen, 
Goldziher, William Wright, Edward Browne-they are 
3 gone. New scholars .'rise to fill their places, but 
lievan s place is with these great names of the past, and 
lie IS a worthy member of that Pleiad.

advent of Professor Ryle (afterwards Dean of West¬ 
minster) the conservative date of Daniel had been tacitly 
given up ; it was now ailmitted that Continental scholars 
weie agreed to see in it a document written when the 
persecution of the Jews by Antiochus Epiphanes (i68 — 
165 B.c.) was at its height. But no Kiighsh work as yet 
repiesented that view. Bevan’s Commentary filled the 
gap with full linguistic ability, and with a consummate 
knowledge of the literatine, ancient and modern, bearing 
on the interpretation.* 1 he style, loo. with its calm 
conceiuration upon real litiguisiic difficulties and assured 
mastery of historical questions, was exactly suited to its 
purpose. If Bevan had written no more than his Com¬ 
mentary on Daniel he would have still have left an 
indelible mark on Hebrew and Biblical study. 

Less well known, but even more or iginal in conception, 
is Bevan’s article on the King of Tyre in the /oimia/ of 
Theological Studies (iv. 5oo-;o5). If the object of the 
highest tiilicism be to make fine liteiature yet more 
fine by removing obscurities and iipening up yet more 
interesting interpretations, then this study of Ezekiel 
xxviii, i-iq attains it. Bevan asks 'Why should the 
Kiin» of Tyre be compared to a demigod expelled from 
Paradise?’ And the answer iiivolvt-s the architecture 
of Solomon’s lemple and the primiii\-t; home of man¬ 
kind. It should be read to be appreciated. 

_ Bevan’s ‘ Hymn o( the Soul ’ [Texts and Studies, v. 3), 
IS an edition of the famous Hymn in the Syriac Acts of 
I'bomas, to which he contributed at least one palmary 

emendation, and an increased appreciation of its metrical 
structure. 

Mr Herbert Loewe in the Jewhh Guardian has 
•already quoted the verse which all who knew Ashley 
Bevan could not but think of, ‘Let not thy left hand 
know what thy right hand doth.’ Few people can have 
been so inconspicuously generous. The Museum of 
Arch.ieology, for instance, owes many of its treasures to 
funds provided by him. Once he was convinced that an 
object was worthy he was always ready to give time and 
trouble, as well as money, to seenre it, iv.t for himself 
but for the place where it would be fitting. 

As I look back 45 years, to the time when Ashley and 
I were undergraduates and B.A.'s together, there are so 
many pictures I see of him in my mind’s eye ! He was 
always scrupulously neat and tidy, but quite uninfluenced 
by prevailing fashions : he never, for instance, would 
waffi out with a stick, though at that time every 
undeigraduate carried one. He then kept in lodgin/s 
over Emmerson’s, the bakers, in Market Hill I, wL 
there that he had tea-parties for Schiller-Szinessy, the 
Rabbi winch were referied to in the Timn notice, but 
though Bevan appreciated the Rabbi’s indubitable 
erudition, the great attraction was the personality of the 
rotund ulkative old man, who had been out with 
Kossuth in the 49.

A SPEED LIMIT FOR CAMBRIDGE 

To the Editor of The Cambridge Review 

Sir,— How many more tragedies are we to endure on 
our roads and streets before the'I'owu Council and the 
Council of the Senate follow the example of Oxford in 
demanding a speed limit witliin the Borougli ? In the 
“Daily News’’ of October 12 you may read reports of 
three deatlis and several injuries in or near Cambridge. In 
these cases no member of the University was concerned, 
but in earlier cases undergraduates liave been killed by 
motor vehicles, or have been driving cars which killed 
other people, 

I believe that every member of the two Councils would 
rush, at tlie risk of bis own life, to save anyone whom he 
saw struggling in the river. In this case no Councillors 
are asked to run any personal risk ; they are only asked 
to save tlie pedestrian or cyclist from the danger that he 
runs through the excessive speed at which motor vehicles 
are allowed to be driven. As Lord Trenchard has said, 
with all the experience of the Metropolitan Police to 
support him, practically all accidents on the road are due 
to speed.

AESTHETICS 

To the Editor of 7 he Cambridge Review 

Sir, C. T. S.'s article on aesthetics in your number 
of 13th October, in which he is so good as to mention a 
previous article of mine, seems to me not to give full 
consideration to a number of the assertions I made. I 
hope that by replying on some of these points I may be 
able to assist, to a certain extent, in the elucidation of 
what is, after all, an important subject. 

The conclusion of C. T. S.’s argument is that “ the 
art which shows the truest balance between the 
emotional and the rational is therefore the best art.” 

I may have misunderstood him, but as far as I can see 
he arrives at this from the premises that art is “the 
tangible meeting point of reason and feeling and from 
an interesting analysis of the “faults” of particular 
scliools of artists into those produced by “excessive 
feeling ” and those produced by “excessive reasoning.” 

Surely this argument is a non-sequitur. Even if all 
A is .V and y, and if excess of x over v and excess of y 
over .V are both “ bad,” it does not follow that the exact 
balance of x and y is the contrary of “ bad ”—is “ good.” 
It may be worse than either : the golden mean may fall 
between two stools. 

C. T. S. also seems to me to have become involved in 
a “naturalistic fallacy,” for he does not say whether his 
statements about the nature of art are to be taken as 
propositions or definitions. Does the statement about 
the nature of art quoted above simply tell us how 
C. T. S. intends to use the word “ best ” about art ? If 
he asserts his statement as a true proposition, lie must 
be able to indicate by some other description what are 
the objects, the best works about whose nature he is 
making this proposition. 

For supposing someone cites a type of work,—say 
negro sculpture—which does not truely balance reason 
and emotion, but which they claim ranks with the 
“ best,” C. T. S. obviously cannot, without fallacious 
circularity, use the argument that negro sculpture does 
not conform to his definition. 

He has, it seems to me, admitted tliis weakness when 
he says that “ nothing is more deplorable than the 
attempt to dictate what art . . . you should like best. 

For if some judges do not “like best” what C, T. S. 
asserts to be best, it is surely the aesthetic theory that 
should give way to the facts of taste. If aesthetics are 
not concerned with the real judgments of value made 
by human beings, why should we adopt one classification 
more than another. Why not divide pictures into the 
predominantly red and the predominantly blue, and call 
best the most truely purple ? 

Surely before embarking on any aesthetic explanation 
we need a prior definition which will determine the class 
of works of art whose nature we intend to investigate, 
and will determine it so general!}' that we shall not be 
confronted by important exceptions and contradictory 
tastes.

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in exactly the same proportion that the scene as a whole 
IS more artificial than Milton's scene, taken as a whole. 
A he deviation is propoi ti(»ned ; it represents the difference 
between dramatic and lyric presentation. Jonson’s 
lambs and his vocabulary are both more theatrical. 

So that when Milton ends his poem with a masque, 
and sees this masque as the dream of a youthful poet, 
the whole thint» is, musically speaking, resolved. By 
using “with” instead of “and” he lifts the reference 
just a trifle away from the immediate scene to suggest 
its more general application.

r le poem dissolves with a reference to Milton's 
literary tutors, Jonson and the Shakespeaie of the 
comedies ami the Romances (perhaps above all to the 
Shakespeare of the shearing feast in the Tah\ 

the Masque of Ceres and Prospero's speech after it). 
Music ends it, for the epilogue, as music ended every 
masque ; when the dancers had descended and danced 
with spectators, there was a final song of “linked sweet¬ 
ness long drawn out” as the revellers filed out and the 
scene closed. I'he metaphors of the passage subtly 
suggest one of the elaborate figure dances of the time : 

.Notes with many a winding bout 

Of linked sweetness long drawn out, 

With wanton heed and giddy cunning, 

The melting voice through mazes running: 
Untwisting all the chains that tie 
Phe hidden soul of harmony. 

For // Peiiseroso no such exact correlation is possible. 
*Po divide the poems is as unthinkable as Solomon’s 
operali<m on the baby ; but the case is not so desperate. 
Melancholy was not a subject for a festive entertainment: 
therefore Milton had no models. The natural con¬ 
clusion is that he modelled // Pensernso upon VAllegro. 
The structural correspondence is so close, in fact, that 
the poems could hardly have had sepaiate external 
sources, and this order of writing is favoured by Doctor 
I'illyard’s theory, for all the definite links with the 
Fir$t PiolusioH belong to VAllegro. It is therefore 
plausible to assume that Milton first wrote this poem, 
basing it on his own Latin and shaping it to the form of 
a masque ; and then he wrote its companion, which 
is without sources, being dependent on its prede¬ 
cessor (though Fletcher’s lyric “ Hence, all you vain 
delights” may have supplied the primary impulse). 
If it does not sound too suspiciously post hoc ergo proplcr 
hoc the style of II Penseroso may be adduced in support. 
There are moments in the poem which are more intense 
than anything in VAllegro^ but on the whole there is 
not the same shapeliness, the same flawless synthesis of 
material. The Song on a May Morning was the more 
spontaneous mood. Doctor Tillyard mentions the 
“ charmingly callow ” quality of the prayer for a Hairy 
Gown and a Mo^sy Cell, and decides that at the moment 
Milton was being unusually sociable at Cambridge. 


Minor touches in II Penseroso suggest the influence 
of the masque; the aiitimasque of the Brood of Folly, 
though much less particularized than the first, has its 
analogues in Jonson s Love Lteed front Igiiovauce and 
Folly, or in the fatherless brood of fools in The Vision of 
Delight, which have been already mentioned. The 
blackened face of Melancholy would not seem so bizarre 
to anyone familiar with the masque, and especially with 

the gorgeous Masque of Blackness, where the Daughters 
of Niger appear, 

Though but black in face, 

Yet are they bright, 

And full of life and light. 

Miss Welsford has also noted one unmistakeable con¬ 
nection between II Penseroso and the Vision of Delight, 

( The Court Masque, p. 307).

(Miss Welsford has also an interesting list of masque¬ 
like episodes in Milton’s other early poems, though she 
does not mention the one which seems to me most 
striking, that rather heterogeneous procession of the 
Herald of the Sea, sage Hippotadcs, father Cam and St 
Peter in Lycidas, which begins in a judicial court and 
ends on a soap box). 

The details of 11 Penseroso are rather blurred. 
Melancholy’s attendants are not well visualized (retired 
Leisure, as Doctor Johnson might have observed, is in a 
garden or ought to be) and the progress from a wood to 
a green, to a plot of ground, to a room, to a tower, to a 
forest, to a church and to a hermitage has not the clarity 
of DAllegro. Cynthia with her dragon yoke, or stooping 
through a fleecy cloud, might have been a common 
spectacle in the masques,^ but the descriptive poetry of 
them was nearly always confined to pastoral daylight 
scenes of a less shadowy beauty. Of course this diffuse¬ 
ness is quite proper to Melancholy, and to note it con¬ 
stitutes no adverse criticism. Decorum forbids that the 
“ sphere-born harmonious sisters’’ should be separated 
in any way : but they may be distinguished into elder 
and younger with no abatement of impartiality.

British Documents OH the Origin of the War, 1898-1914. Edited 
by G. P. Gooch and H. \V. V. Temperley. Vol. IX. The 
Balkan Wars; Pt. I, The Prelude'. The Tripoli War.

I his volume, like its predecessors, is full of valuable 
documents selected and explained with obvious im¬ 
partiality and skill. Among the extras is an ap¬ 
pendix on the Austiian speech which teaches us 
something new of the impassioned nobility of Gladstone. 
As before, it is the written chat between colleagues, the 
tnarginalia and infoimal correspondence, that illuminate 
the European situation and British policy even more than 
papers written for eventual publication. “ We have no 
desiie to seduce Italy from the Triple Alliance, since she 
would be rather a tliorn in the side than any assistance 
to France or ourselves ’’—these words of Hardiiige’s are 
woiih many formal despatches. So also is the same 
statesmans “1 have known them both extremely well 
for a great number of years and 1 would trust neither ; 
but I would sooner trust Aehrenthal than Isvolsky " 

(to Cartwright, Oct. 4, 1909), and such frank utteraiices 
abound. 

Grey’s leading aim is shown from yet another point of

HISTORY OF THE CHURCH OP ENGLAND 

Church and People, lySg-iSSg. By S. C. Carpenter. S.P.C.K.

The Society for Promoting Christian Knowledge 
really put their minds on their task and give us a areat 
deal for very little. Here is an octavo book of” 600 
pages, pleasantly printed, and bound in a fashionable 
blue, for half-a-guinea. But perhaps the price of a book 
depends in pait on the likelihood of its selling* and 
here tlie reader will confirm the publisiier’s judgment. 
For the Master of the Temple has a style that, while 
never obtrusive, constantly carries the reader onward 
and inakes it a pleasure to go with his author. ’ 

1 he sub-title of the book defines its scope more 

clearly than the title,-" A History of the Church of 

England from Wm. Wilberforce to Lux Mundi'' It 

IS a curious thing that church history, in contrast to 

national or international history, or to the history of 

ideas, inventions or exploration, always seems constricted 

One would have thought that the story of the impact of 

the mind of Christ on the minds and lives of mankind 

sliould be the most interesting in the world The 

church historians will not take it so ; they concentrate 

on the history of dogma and of clergymen, of bishops 

and councils ; and some sense of reality is lost, at all 

events for those intimate with what is called secular 
history. 

Mr Carpenter tries to get outside this limitation, and 
as already hinted, he writes like a human beina for 
human beings ; and his people are people. Two things 
chiefly occupy him, the Oxford Movement, recentfv 
celebrated (which, the publishers on the wrapper imply 
IS his mam theme or starting point), and Christie 
Socialism Phe former from the point of view of 
WeUgeschtchte is of much less moment than the cele 
brators of Keble’s rather slight sermon perhaps supposed 
It has, however obviously captured and re-shaped the 
Anglican Ghurch ; and of course between Weltgeschichte 
and parochial history, both legitimate themes of scholarly 
study, there are maiiy stages. Mr Carpenter’s endeavour 
IS to relate church to people, and he begins with the 
French Revolution which was the big faefor in shaping 
the century he studies : and it gives the reader a tre- 
mendous perspective. 

Of course there are things he misses. He knows little 
about Nonconformists (he avoids “Dissenters” and 
Free Churches with some care), and he gives little 
thought to tlieir share 111 national life, supported as it 
was by Scotland, which (he might say) lies outside his 
field, Uiough on the island. Such developments as the 
founding of Mansfield College by Fairbairn, with its 
great effects, he does not notice, and the list of names 
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in which he makes his one mention of Spurgeon is a 
strange one. He might again have given more space 
to the revival of the Grammar Schools, when he wrote 
of Woodard. It might be urged, too, that Kingsley as 
novelist counted far more than J. H. Shorthouse. But 
with these limitations (and even reviewers in these 
times have limitations to their omniscience) he eives us 
a pleasant, good-tempered and readable book, wliich will 
be very generally enjoyed ; and Cambridge readers will 
be interested to find some figures familiar on our streets 
moving about his last pages. 

FOLKLORE 

Indo-European Folk-Tales and Greek Legend. By W. K. 

Halliday. Cambridge Univeisity Press. 1933. 158 pp. 7/6. 

1 he book is an expansion and rearrangement o{ lectures 
delivered on the Gray foundation in 1932. I'hc object of the 
early chapters is to examine how legends and popular tales 
survive ; and how they are affected in being handed down from 
century to century and in travelling from one people to another. 
The author claims that myths explain how things came to be; 
myth is therefore a forerunner of science. The marchen or fairy 
story he regards as the antecedent of imaginative literature, 
having no purpose beyond “ providing an imaginative escape 
from the drudgery of the peasant's life,” while legend is primitive 
history and " differs from fairy story in being related to some 
actual person, place, or social or religious phenomenon" it 
"always has a basis in some historical reality.” It is important 
to distinguish between these three kinds of story, because each 
is apt to behave in its own way when traced through time and 
space, as Campbell has well shewn in his introduction to " 1 he 
Popular Tales of the Western Highlands.” 'I'he reviewer would 
therefore suggest that a further distinction should be made 
between marchen and fairy-tale. While the telling of fairy¬ 
tales undoubtedly relieves the monotony of long winter evenings, 
the tales themselves are not merely imaginative stories, (‘airies 
were certainly considered to be actual beings, and the stories 
are based on experiences that arc thought to be real and that 
still occur in Ireland and Scandinavia. 

Dr Halliday then proceeds to examine three fundamental 
questions. P'irst comes the problem of diffusion. A general 
resemblance between stories from different countries cannot in 
itself be accepted as proof of a common origin. The surest 
guide is an identity in the pattern in which the incidents are 
arranged, though details may be omitted, added, or transposed. 
Campbell expressed a similar caution when he said " the 
original ideas, like the trees from which logs, masts and ships 
were made, have been broken up, cut, carved and ornamented— 
lost and found—wrecked, destroyed, broken and put together 
again.” 

The second question is " Were folk-tales created by the folk ? ” 
The author answers that " a plot can only in the first place have 
been the invention of an individual.’' '1 he folk rarely improve 
the design either of a story or of an embroidered pattern. They 
weaken and distort it; fragments of different designs may be 
inharmoniously combined, details may be misunderstood and 
become atrophied and lost. In this connection the method of 
transmission is very important. If a story is written down, its 
form tends to become fixed. Conservatism may also be strong 
where there exists a professional class of story-tellers; but the 
author thinks that popular memory is never very accurate nor 
very tenacious. Incidents are dropped out of stories, and the 
gaps may be unskilfully patched. Parts of different stories are 
sometimes brought into association. Furthermore, when stories 
travel to other countries, " there is inevitably a tendency for the 
narrators to give them the local colour of their own national 
conditions and social life.” Speaking of a few West Highland 
stories that appear to have been borrowed from the Arabian 
Nights, Campbell wrote "The whole machinery and decoration, 
manners and customs, are now as completely Vvest Highland as 
if the tales had grown there. But for a camel which appears, I 
■could almost give up my opinion, and adopt that of MacLean, 
who holds that even these are pure traditions.” 

Thirdly, there is the question of whether we can accept the 
details of folk-tales as evidence for the beliefs and customs of our 
ancestors. The author is, perhaps rightly, cautious in dealing 
with this subject. He feels that we are on safer ground when we 
can show that a story has a local origin and has not been borrowed 


from other people. He is quite right too, when he says that folk- 

modifications belonging to all periods: in the Homeric poems 

there are passages reflecting the social life and conditio^ns of 

v;arying centuries, from those of the Orientalising period back to 

he very earliest Mycenaean period. When, however, he objects 

that fairy tale is deliberately fantastic and deals with a world 

of make-believe he is only partially right and seems to detract 

trom their value more than is necessary. Here surely we see the 

irnportance of distinguishing between the different kinds of stories. 

iMany stories arc supposed to be true and the customs and mode 

of thought must therefore conform trt those of the audience; but 

wonder-tales and legends frequently describe such things as 

arms, methods of fighting, and social customs that have been 
otherwise forgotten. 

Finally th.ere is the problem of the origin of the Indo-European 
stones.^ Dr Halliday thinks that " it cannot be supposed that 
the natives of India alone of mankind originally possessed the 
faculty of story telling,’ and that at no time or place can we 
believe m a transmission that is purely one-sided—except where 
literature is concerned. He believes that all over the earth 
stones have originated at different centres ; and that both India 
<ind (irecce obtained a good deal of material from a common 
.source in the Near East, possibly, to some extent at least, from 
the empire of Darius, in which was used a common official 
language, and the boundaries of which touched India and Europe. 

Another great influx of Oriental stories came to Europe in the 
Middle Ages. 

1 he reviewer lias already taken up more space than he is 
justified in doing, and he is unable to describe the way in which 
the author applies his principles to the stories of Procne and 
Philomela, and Perseus the Gorgon Slayer; but he hopes that 
he has succeeded in conveying the impression that this is a very 
readable book and one well worth reading.

A History of Ireland and her People. By Eleanor Hull. 

Vol. II (from 1603). Harrap. 

In this well illustrated volume Miss Hull continues her history 
of the Irish people from early Stuart limes to those of recent 
memory. It is in the main a sad story. James I’s pedantry in 
matters of religion was a leading cause of friction ; and, as Carew 
had foretold, "events were marching towards an explosion.” 
'I'he Plantation of Ulster set the train ; and then came 1641. 

Miss Hull’s careful use of contemporary sources enables her 
to give graphic touches of the life of the people. She also tries 
to hold the balance even, as when she admits that even Strafford 
improved the growing of flax in Ireland and the methods of the 
linen industry. Also she shows that Cromwell came over, 
resolved to punish the Irish for "the most barbarous massacre 
(without respect of age or sex) that the sun ever beheld.” Like 
all Englishmen, he believed the massacre of 1641 to be a causeless 
outburst. In her account of the later troubles of the times of 
William III and George III, Sliss Hull does not emphasise 
clearly enough the misfortune of the Irish cause in relying to 
so large an extent on England’s " national enemy," France. To 
allow Tier to plant herself on our unguarded western flank was 
impossible; and this surely explains, in part, the othervvise 
incredible weakness of James II during that singular campaign 
in Ireland. She accepts the native stories of "the treacheries 
of the French generals ”; but they have surely been overdrawn, 
as was the case in 1796 and 179k I he effort of Hoche (with 
Wolfe Tone egging him on) in 1796 is too briefly dismissed on 
p. 259: for, though it failed, it alarmed the British Government 
and furnished some excuse for the severities of 1797-8, which 
helped to precipitate, though not to cause, the rebellion of 1798* 

I Jke most Irish writers, the author dilates on the stories of the 
corruption which helped to carry the Union of 1800, and omits 
or passes lightly over the solid reasons which prompted ihat 
measure. As I have shown elsewhere, Pitt had honestly striven 
in 1785 to do justice to Ireland, and after 1798 there was no other 
step but a Union to save the island from anarchy or misgoveni- 
ment by the dominant, though weak, loyalists: and the Irish 
Parliament was too corrupt a body to afford any safeguards for 
good government. Miss Hull, on p. 276, blames the Irish 
Cathofics for their " fatal complacency ” in accepting Pitt's plan. 
But surely this was their only hope. And, if his plan had not 
been marred by George Ill’s obstinate refusal to implement it 
by Pitt’s corollary of Catholic Emancipation, the whole future of 
Ireland would have been different.

Edited 
by Sir R. Lodge. Cambridge University Press. 548 pp.

Once in a ballroom I endeavoured to divert a young lady 
with what seemed to me an apt anecdote from the past, and she 
answered, after a pause,' No doubt that is a good joke, but is it 
not rather a history joke ? ' 

We have been told this book is a travaille. That it is not 
about diplomacy, or even history, that the letters must be 
jud«d as ‘ human documents and not as diplomatic despatches.’ 
Sir Richard tells us (p. ix) that their flavour is 'personal and 
intimate'; 'unique,' p. xxxiii. They contain references to din¬ 
ners and furniture and cooks, as well as to kings and queens and 
diplomats. But they do not talk about the first like Parson 
Woodforde or about the second like Horace Walpole. No 
doubt Keene is an 'eminent and attractive Englishman,’ 
p. xxxiii. No doubt these letters are a find, but, pace Sir 
Richard, they are rather a ' history ' find all the same. 

Keene's wine, like his wit, was heavy. But there is a certain 
body in it. 'I'here is also some unconscious humour, c.g,, 
1 May, 1749. _‘l shall only assure you that, were she (the 
Queen of Spain) but a private lady, she has so many and 
so amiable qualities 1 should look out for her company. 
Nothing was ever so free, so ready at a distant hint, and so 
perfectly condescending as she is. I protest this is litteraly 
true.’ (p. 121). Is there any age in which Royalty does not 
make fools of its admirers? Unfortunately Keene’s conscious 
attempts at wit are not so good as this, and his classical 
quotations arc intolerable. 

1 am not sure that the best part is not the sad description of 
Keene s fatal illness and death, pp. 516-21. fhere is unique 
eighteenth century flavour here, though difficult to put into 
words. Ruvigny de Cosne, writing to the Bishop of Chester 
to rnake the final arrangements of sending the body home for 
'writes, ‘ It would be a good opportunity, if your lordship 
think proper, to send the plate etc. at the same time with the 
corpse, as there go servants with it, who will be a guard to the 
whole, .s Dec., 1757, p. p,. 

rembroke produced Keene—a worthy son, but hardly a 
worthy rival of his contemporary, (iray. For the rest Keene 
was a fine eighteenth century man, though not a fine letter 
writer. It seems to me that thiscolleclion of materials could be 
most admirably used by a true literary artist to write a sketch 
01 an old-world diplomat in forty pages. Keene alas took over 
nye hundred to draw his own portrait. So there is a real 
Oifnculiy about recognising the grand lines in the details. On 
tne whole, moreover, the historical value is great, the editing 
and the material good—if a little over-abundant.

A Last Elizabethan Journal . . . during the years i^gg — 1603. 

By G. Harrison. Constable & Co. 1933. 21;-. 

This volume, like its predecessors of 1591-94 and 1595-98, 
presents a series of extracts from contemporary sources dealing 
with the political, social and literary events of those years. 
The end of the great queen's reign presents somewhat of an 
anti-climax. The sea dogs are gone. Howard has good cause 
to be disgusted with the wretched results of the musters of the 
forces (31 Aug., 1590), which often lead to petty mutinies. 
Raleigh is disgruntled: the pitiable end of Essex so moves the 
people that they enre near murdering the executioner. A treatise of 
the Canker of England's Commonwealth laments our evil case 
ovying to the export of gold and silver. 'I'he Spaniards seize 
Kinsale and hold it until, on an assault, 'byrone and his Irish 
flee, tothe infinitedisgust of Don John D’Aquila (p. 261). By our 
defence of Ostend \ve "engage and waste that army which is 
the garland of Spain before that place.’’ 

On the other hand, the literary references gain in interest; 
for there are here 12 references to presentations of the plays of 
Shakespeare, and several to those of Ben Jonson and smaller 
fry. Air Harrison’s notes are tantalisingly brief (e-L^, that on 
the first charter of the East India Co., on Dec. 31, 1^0). Also 
at limes the selection of extracts is open to question. Thus, at 
the end of 1599, 1601 and 1602 are short lists of plays played by 
the Lord Aamiral’s Men; but none for 1600 Vet on June 22, 
1600, the Council limited the playhouses to two, the Globe and 
the Rose, the latter for " my Lord Admiral’s Men." Why 
limit the lists for 1599, 1601 and 1602 to the latter set? Also 
the absence of the plays given at the Globe in these years is 
regrettable, 'fhere are frequent references to them in the 
Calendars of State Papers, Venetian —a source which might 
have been more used. 

It is, however, ungracious, in these days of dear printing, to 
clamour for " more." Mr Harrison has collected a vivid mosaic 
of the Elizabethan times. Though there arc few great deeds to be 
recorded here, yet we witness the incoming of a new age, c.g., in 
the tumults in Parliament against monopolies, the social troubles 
and brawlings in London and precautionary measures by the 
Lord Mayor, the questionings in religious matters, and (last 
but not least), the distress of poor scholars in (Cambridge, 
witness their plaints in the Christmas Play acted in St John’s 
College, on 30 December, 1601.

The Corn Laws and Social England. By C. R. Fay. Cambridge 
University Press. 10/6 net. 

A cavilling critic might complain that there was not enough 
that was original in this book ; out of nine chapters, three and a 
half have already appeared in print, while no fewer than fifty- 
six pages, out of a total of 223, are taken up with a reprint of two 
speeches by Sir Robert Peel. But the critic would be wrong; 
the material which has appeared before is not all of it easily 
accessible and some of it now comes in an expanded form, while 
Peel's two speeches (one made on the introduction of the (iorn 
Bill in ’42 and the other during the great debate of ’46) well 
deserve to be put before us in juxtaposition. Altogether, the 
book is a clear, comprehensive and valuable survey of the Corn 
Laws from 1688 to 1846. Mr Fay does full justice to Huskisson 
and his "steadfast vision of Empire," but the most interesting 
chapter is perhaps that in which he examines the working of the 
Corn Bounty between 1688 and 1765, and deals effectivdy with 
recent attempts to defend it against the criticism of Adam 
Smith. 

On the general question of the effect of the Corn Laws Mr Fay 
corrects the impression that the Cobdenites made a bad mistake 
in prophesying a reduction of prices after repeal, and shews that 
but for the repeal, prices would have been still higher than they 
were and still more abrupt in their fluctuations. Up to 1846 the 
Corn Laws did not materially raise the price of English bread 
although, says Mr Fay, " repeal in 1828 would have been an act 
of faith, hazardous in the light of precedent, but justified bv 
events." ^ 

Although the book of necessity constain too many dates 
and figures to be always easy reading, its liveliness is 
maintained by many pungent phrases, and the amusing account 
of the visit to Cambridge of the Anti-Corn Law League lecturer 
in May, '39, well deserved to be reprinted.

1 hat Mr Bertram 1 homas’s venture came first does not in any 
way dimmish the gallantry of Mr Philby’s achievement. 

I he two explorers approached their objective from opposite 
points : while Mr Thomas made a clean crossing of the Uub’ aU 
Kni^li from South to Norths Mr Philby almost exactly a year 
later entered from the North and then, when about halfway 
across was compelled, by difficulties with liis escort, to turn West 
to Mecca. It was a route dictated by expediency, but was by no 
means easier tlian the one to the wells in the Hadhramaut which 
had been the first objective, and to the behaviour of his com¬ 
panions on this part of the journey is due the author’s opinion 
that tlie philosophy of Arabia is “ definitely material, both in its 
metaphysics and its ethics.” Miss Gertrude Bell had meant the 
same thing when she spoke of the Arab " with his eyes fixed un- 
winkingly on the main chance.” However, the present work is 
dated from Mecca, and Mr Philbv, as a Wahhabi, travelled 
under the auspices of Ibn Sa’ud, King of Arabia, so that one 
may assume there has been a reconciliation. 

In his book the author provides a record of the events of his 
journey, of his personal reactions to them, and of the climatic, 
geographic and geologic phenomena he encountered. It makes 
solid reading, but there are many interesting things embedded 
in it. I here is a good account of the famous Singing Sands and 
a reasonable explanation of their musical qualities: the personal 
characteristics of the members of the escort are described with 
humour, and one may learn the objects of their preoccupations. 
In one place (p. 105) there is told a tale of Arab hospitality as 
touching as anything ever related of the heroic Hatim of Tayy, 
and elsewhere the curious blindness of the Bedouin for butterflies 
and insects is made clear alongside his startling ability to interpret 
the marks of camels and other beasts in the sands. 

Two chapters are devoted to a discussion of the term Rtih' al- 
Khali, with its geographical connotation, and to the allied 
problem of the site of Wabar. According to the Moslem 
geographers the latter was a great region hundreds of leagues in 
extent, whereas Mr Philby heard of it as a city whose ruins 
might conceivably be found in the desert. How his hopes were 
disappointed by the discovery that the alleged ruins were 
meteorite craters makes interesting reading. 

The work contains good maps and some excellent photographs, 
and it may be recommended not only to those bold spirits who 
may be tempted to follow in the author's footsteps, but to all who 
like a tale of dogged perseverance. R. Levy 


7 'he Horse and the Sword. By Harold Peake and H. J. Fleure. 

Oxford University Press. 5/-. 

The eighth volume of the admirable little series, “The 
Corridors of 'Time,” is a book of importance. It makes sense of 
the confused period from 1400 to 1000 b c., when the Bronze Age 
civilisations were destroyed by the wielders of the iron sword, 
and the races of classical Europe and nearer Asia were created 
from the conglomerations of conquered peoples and invaders. 
The field of inquiry extends from Ireland to China, which in a 
book of 148 pages entails a careful selection of material and a 
deliberate exclusion of discussion. But I think that in the next 
edition some notice should be taken of Sommer’s theory that the 
Akhkhiyawa of the Hittite tablets and the circumcised people 
whose name the Egyptians unhelpfully write as ’-q-w-sh are not 
the Achaeans but the Cilicians, who had formerly been called 
Hypachaeoi, so Herodotus says. The assumption that the 
Cilicians are descendants of Homer’s Cilices, an unimportant 
tribe near Troy, needs qualification; as does the Identification 
of Pteria with the old Hittite capital of Khattusas, especially 
since Pryzworski has found another equally likely site in the 
neighbourhood {Archtv Orientdlni, i). Nor should the 
historicity of the Wenamon story pass unquestioned, for if it 
be a romance, the conditions it describes need not correspond to 
those of any time. I have noticed two less arguable blemishes : 
the authors adopt the spelling Khattusas, so the other Hittite 
name, Hattusil, should be written Khaltusil; and the round 
tombs of Messara in Crete demonstrably cannot have had stone 
vaults. There are extraordinary few points on which the opinion 
expressed seems improbable and the general synthesis is a 
triumph.

THE LIFE OF HERSCHEL 

The Herschel Chronicle. By Constance A. Lubbock. Cam- 
bridge University Press. 21/- net. 

I his IS the story of a great astronomer and that remarkable 
woman his sister, edited by his granddaughter. As all of us 
N\ho ha\^ studied astronomy know, William Herschel started* 
earning his living as an organist. It was only in 1773. in his 
thirt>’-fifth year, when his sister Caroline joined him at Bath, 
that he turned his exceptionally capable hands to astronomy. 
As an organist he appears to have been competent, as a maker 
and user of telescopes his skill was so remarkable as to suggest, 
or even demand, tliat all contemplating a life of practical 
research in science should master at least one musical instru¬ 
ment. W hile his manipulative genius carried the figure and 
aperture of his mirrors far beyond those attained by professional 
makers, his indefatigable and enthusiastic studies of the heavens 
led him to reap that wonderful harvest of discoveries in obser- 
vational astronomy which put him head and shoulders above his 
contemporaries. Note this quotation from a letter from V^on 
Magellan to Bode. ... “I went to bed about one o'clock, and 
up to that time he had found that night four or five new nebulae. 

I he thermometer in the garden stood at 13® Farenheit; but m 
spite of these Herschel observes the whole night through, except 
that he stops every three or four hours and goes into the room 
for a few moments. For some years Herschel has observed the 
heavens every hour when the weather is clear, and this always in 
the open air, because he says that the telescope only performs 
well when it is at the same temperature as the air. He protects 
himself against the weather by putting on more clothing. He 
has an excellent constitution and thinks about nothing else in the 
world but the celestial bodies . . .” 

No reader can fail to be interested in the account of the 
building of his great 20 ft and 40 ft telescopes, or to be thrilled 
with the story of the casting of the giant mirror for the latter, an 
epic reminiscent of the casting of the statue of Perseus by 
Cellini. It will come as a surprise to some to read that the 
discovery of the planet Uranus, his most famous achievement, 
was made with a comparatively small 7 ft instrument. There is 
a fascinating account of this work, and of his attempts to attach, 
fortunately only with temporary success, the loyal but egregious 
name Georgium Sidus to the new object. 

'1 he book contains much interesting matter extracted from the 
diaries of the astronomer and of his sister, who faithfully 
recorded his observations for so many years, and also made 
many important discoveries of her own. It is illustrated ^ 
some admirable portraits and reproductions from early sketcHfc 
of the telescopes.

These Thirteen. By William F'aulkner. Chatto& Windus. 7/6. 

To those who have been delighted and excited by Mr 
Faulkner’s novels—and the present reviewer is one of them— 
these thirteen short stories must be disappointing. 'This author 
has always erred on the side of deliberate obscurity. In his 
novels, and especially in 'The Sound and The Fury, it has proved 
worth while to unravel his meaning, but in these short stories he 
has carried economy of words to such a point that the reader is 
left with an uneasy feeling of having missed the point through 
no fault of his own. What could be more baffling and irritating 
than dialogue of this kind? 

*' So he is in the garden,” Don said. 

“ How do you know he is ? ” 

After a while Don quit looking at me, “ I don't know." 

“ No, you don’t know. And I don't know. We don’t want 
to know. Do we ? ” 

“No. No spika.” 

“ I mean, sure enough.” 

“That’s what I mean,” Don said. 

But w'hat does it all mean ? 

At its best Mr Faulkner’s writing has great rhythmical beauty^ 
at its w’orst it is overweighted with laborious mannerisms. In 
his longer books he is able to control and use his mannerisms, 
to manipulate his repetitions of words and cadences to create a 
powerful cumulative effect. In the frailer short story his writing 
often seems oppressive. But there are fine passages of descrip¬ 
tive writing, as for instance his picture of the negro quarters m 
Red Leaves. This story, with Dry September ana'That Evening 
Sun, is the best in the book. Mr Faulkner is belter at creating 
the atmosphere of the Southern States than that of Europe in 
wartime, and the first section of the book, consisting of war 
stories, is definitely the w'eakest. H. K L.

seemed to its own age to consist chiefly in the warfare betweeli 
these two parties. 

Yet. by a strange anomaly, behind those differences which 
loomed so large and seemed so irreconcilable to the ifieologians 
ot that age, there underlay a common philosophy. Both the 
1 raetarian Movement and the Broad Church Movement were 
reasserting, in different forms, the Incarnational character of 
the Christian religion, bar more important than such questions 
as the Apostolical Succession and the historicity of Noah was the 
attitude of these theologians to the fundamental issue of the 
relationship ot human life and human thought to God. And in 
their mam principles both these schools were agreed* Both 
groups bcdieved profoundly in the Incarnational character ot 
religion, that the world around them was a revelation of the 
character of (lod, that (jpd acts through human means and 
human agents, and that only in Him and through Him does the 
created Universe receive its meaning. We must proceed to 
examine this situation a little more closely 

In the year 1838 Newman published his Lectures on /us/ifi 
cat.on.

It was at best an adjunct, useful to f 
religious man. 
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Newman was constantly concerned to combat teaching of this 
character. In a famous sermon entitled “ Faith and Obedience ” 
preached on the significant text; “If thou wilt enter into life, 
keep the commandments," Newman shewed the extent to which 
the whole trend of New 1 estament Leaching emphasised the 
importance of the moral life. Our Lord, he insisted, had given 
the assurance that He “would reward every man according to 
his Works. Si Paul had written that “ we must all appear before 
the Judgment-seat of Christ, that every one may receiv'e the 
things done in the body, according to that He hath done good and 
bad." St Peter had written that Christ " is ordained of God to 
be the Judge of quick and dead"; St James, that a man is 
" justified by works, and not by faith only." St John the Divine 
that " they are blessed that do His commandments." 

riiere is no doubt that this emphasis upon the significance of 
the moral life was one of the chief sources of inspiration for the 
I'ractarian Movement. Its members laid great emphasis, both 
in theory and in practice, upon the value of self-disctplinc. There 
was a certain austere moral beauty characteristic of their lives, 
so much that a Swedish historian of the Movement has emphasised 
this as tlie most striking note of the Movement. In the realm of 
practice their moralisni worked itself out by being closely linked 
to Sacramental worship. The grace of God alone could provide 
the C^hrislian soul with the power it needed in order to be able to 
respond to its high calling. Without the aid of the Holy Spirit, no 
believer dare hope to fulfil the moral law. And such grace was 
mediated above all through the Sacramental channels, of which 
the sacred ministry was the chief custodian. Only those in com¬ 
munion with the Divine society could participate in the benefit 
of Sacramental grace. Through such supernatural assistance, the 
Christian might hope to be conformed to the likeness of His 
Redeemer. I’he Sacraments were thus,—in a phrase which 
became ever more widely popular,—an “extension" of the 
Incarnation. By them every disciple could hope to become a 
partaker of the l 3 ivine Nature, to be in fact an nlUv Chrisfiis. 
I'he effect of such a system of teaching was to transfer the whole 
emphasis of religion from the Atonement to the Incarnation. 

HI 

'Tlie other stream of Incarnationalist philosophy in the last 
century was of a far less coherent character. This may be 
partly explained by the circumstances of its origin. It was the 
result of a gradually changing intellectual situation rather than 
of a sudden and concrete peril. Its chief representatives were 
men of very different gifts and callings. Thomas Arnold was a 
Headmaster ; Maurice successively a London University profess¬ 
or and social reformer ; Robertson was a great preacher; Jowett 
was the Head of an Oxford College and a classic; Westcott was 
a devoted student of tlie Bible ; Stanley was a Court ecclesiastic ; 
and Hort was a textual critic. For the most part tliinkcrs such 
as these worked in independence. It was not until nearly the 
end of the century that some of the leading Liberal Churchmen 
in this country became united in a close organisation. Neverthe¬ 
less, the theologians named had very much in common. 'They 
were all deeply conscious of the necessity of bringing the 
Christian Faith into relationship with contemporary thought and 
culture. 

Inevitably those who set out upon this task were drawn almost 
exclusively from a certain group in the Church. They were 
practically ail leaders in the world of learning and scholarship. 
As the discoveries of scientists and historians and archaeologists 
gradually became known beyond the limits of the experts in 
these respective fields, it was in such circles that tlie knowledge 
of them first gained an entrance and created serious problems. 
Unlike the i ractarians they were unable to find guides in past 
history; for they were pioneers. And many of their writings 
are marred by the crudities and inexperience natural to the 
pioneer. They have by this date become wearisome to read, 
because the teaching propounded in them has since become 
common property. Nevertheless, they achieved a work of the 
greatest significance. In their discrimination between the 
transitory and the permanent elements in inherited theology, 
they made it possible for intelligent men to continue in their 
loyalty to the Christian Faith. 

The course of this stream of thought was not confined to any 
exact limits. A generally diffusive influence, it created a temper 
rather than a system. That temper perhaps nowhere found 
more characteristic expression than in the teaching of Brooke 
Foss Westcott. Deep moral earnestness was combined with a 
sincere and humble search after truth. Intensive study of the 
language and teaching of the Johannine writings kindled in 


him the spirit of their writer. Light, life, love-three principles 
which play so large a part in the philosophy of the Fourth 
Lvangehst,—were made the centre of the Christian life. Dogmas 
about the depravity of human nature and the peril of trusting 
to good works were abandoned in favour of belief in the 
possibility of moral and spiritual growth. The transition from 
the world of things temporal to the world of things eternal was 
to be accomplished by a gradual process begun here and now. 

IV. 

Between them, these two streams of religious thought have 
been mainly responsible for the developments which have taken 
place m the religious life of England within the last hundred 
years. 1 he influence of each of them has been enormous, and 
together they have almost transformed the Church of England 
out of recognition. It is unfortunate, however, that for the most 
part the two streams were confined to separate channels. There 
were, indeed, even at a fairly early date, isolated thinkers who 
drew inspiration from both fountain heads. The name of 
Richard William Church on the one side, and of Frederick 
Densoii Maurice on the other, come at once to mind. Church 
refused to join most of his friends in the condemnation of Ori^n 
of SpeaeSy and Maurice held a high doctrine on the nature of the 
Church and Sacraments. And later the school which grouped 
Itself around ( harles Gore and produced the volume of essays 
eiititied Litx Miimii, became increasingly influenced by the new 
scientific outlook. Nevertheless, for the most part these two 
streams pursued their courses with their waters unmingled, and 
to a large extent today the harmful effects of such isolation are 
felt. It may be worth our while to examine a little more closely 
what limitations result from this mutual isolation. 

A leading peril which confronts the Liberal Theologian if his 
interpretation of religion is divorced from Sacramentalism is 
sterility. An illuminating instance of this danger is to be found 
in the liistory of a Movement started by a smalt group of Divines 
whom no preacher can name within these precincts without 
paying a tribute to their memory. Amidst the theological 
turmoil of their times, the Cambridge Platonists shone as lights 
whom history has vindicated as among the glories of the Seven¬ 
teenth Century. Surrounded on all sides by controversy and 
confronted by degrading views of human nature, this small band 
of theologians discovered in the philosophy of the Incarnation a 
calmer and serener air. “ The spirit of man is the candle of the 
Lord, lighted by God and lighting us to God." This was the 
motto of one of them, and it summed up the philosophy of them 
all. It reflects a very different world from that which expressed 
its attitude to reason by identifying Aristotle with “ the rubbish 
of an Adam." i hat same Divine wrote; “Heaven is first a 
temper and then a place," in striking contrast with the lurid 
pictures which Seventeenth Century theologians delighted to 
paint of the voluptuous joys of heaven and the endless torments 
of hell. Benjamin Whichcote and his friends had drunk deeply 
of the Incarnational Spirit. 

If, however, one traces out the history of the influence of this 
school, one finds less ground for satisfaction. The Cambridge 
Platonists \yere the direct ancestors of a succession of Divines in 
whom religious interests became progressively less. The forces 
which they liberated expanded, and finally spent themselves in 
the Deistic tendencies of the following century. For some 
hundred years there was a steady decline. Reason, which in the 
Divinity of Whichcote had been conceived as a highly spiritual 
function, degenerated into the tool of the most commonplace 
apologetic. A historian well summed up the situation in the 
Eighteenth Century by the dictum “ Christianity appeared made 
for nothing else but to be ' proved ’; what use to make of it when 
it was proved was not thought much about." It is a more than 
natural reflection that if this succession of thinkers had given a 
more prominent place in their teaching to the institutional side of 
religion, if they had laid greater emphasis upon the value of 
expressjng moral truth through sacramental rite, the history 
of the Church of England in the Eighteenth Century might have 
pursued a less arid course than it did. 

Another evil which is likely to result from unbridled Liberalism 
is a certain exclusiveness. If great importance is attached to the 
bearing upon the Faith of new discoveries in the fields of learning 
and science, a temper is easily engendered which despises those 
who are ignorant of the implications of them. The spiritual 
status of the individual tends to be equated with his intellectual 
capacity, and the fact that the Gospel was intended to be 
universal in its range can be overshadowed in consequence. I he 
temptation to intellectual exclusiveness has beset the Church 
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trom hp earliest beginnings. It is for this reason that in the 
New testament yva:<ris more often than not is used in a dis¬ 
approving sense. Our Lord warned His disciples against

By giving due 
place to outward symbols which in the nature of things are'fitted 
to the capacity of the meanest intelligence, she reminds the 
disciple that her Gospel can never be reduced to a mere collection 
ot pnilosophic principles.

rhere are probably few who will ch.allenge the reasonableness 
or sublimity of this teaclimg.

The ('hrislian belief that the 
Ihiiverse is an ordered whole is a challen^re to the philosopher 
either to accept its truth, or if he finds himself unable to agree 
with it, at least to offer a substitute of a tnore satisfying 
character. 

IX. 

A second field in which the prevailing distrust of Reason to 
deal with the problem of Reality can be seen is in the exposition 
of recent developments in the world of physics. That anyone 
familiar with no more than the rudiments of the conceptions and 
techni(iue of contemporary i>hysical investigation should venture 
to criticise the conclusions r)f those who have devoted their lives 
to the study of this subject must seem presumptuous. I^hysics, 
however, is nt) longer a self-contained science. Recent develop¬ 
ments have drawn it—perhaps almost against its will—to the 
confines of metaphysics, and without the introduction of 
metaphysical considerations, certain of the problems which 
confront the physicist of today would appear incapable of 
solution. The conclusions of the Chri.stian theologian, therefore, 
who is necessarily compelled to take up a definite position in 
metaphysical matters, will have a direct bearing upon the 
speculations of the physicist. Only too often when the physicist 
and the philosopher meet in the same field, each mocks and 
jeers at the crudities of the other—in many cases perhaps not 
without reason. But each needs the otlicr ; and today the Christian 
metaphysician can justly demand that the physicist shall listen to 
him, if only with bare toler.ation 

riie Incarnaiionalist claims that the l.aws which determine 
the structure of physical reality are laws which have their basis 
in (lod. As reflecting (iod’s rationality, these laws must b(* 
mutually consistent. Now, whatever be the differences dividing 
contemporary physicists, they seem to tlie layman to be apreed 
for the most part that such mutual consistency is a thing of the 
past. The concept of l ime used by the " Relati\’itist " is at 
variance with that used by the Biologist, and, indeed, the scien¬ 
tist in general ; and in Sir William Bragg’s impressive language, 
the physicist must use the Classical Theory of Physics on 
Mondays, W’edncsdavs, and Fridays, and the Quantum Theory 
on 'Tuesdays, Thursdays, and Saturdays. Assertions such as 
these are of concern not merely to the physicist, but no le.ssto the 
metaphysician. The need for consistency is primarily a 
metaphysical requirement. Sir William Bragg does not tell us 
which physical theory is to be used on Sundays; but if the 
theologian, who is unheeded during the week, may be allowed to 
claim that day as his prerogative and on it to give his answer to 
the question, he will emphatically refuse to entertain any theory 
which cannot also be used on every day of the week. The only 
way, 1 venture to believe, that the physicist can avoid the 
introduction of metaphysical considerations into his researches is 
by holding that the aim of Physical Theory is to be descriptive, 
and not explanatory. But uo physicist really holds this account 
of his science. Unless he believes that his .studiesolfer him some 
information, however fragmentary, about the Universe, he had 
better devote his energies to some other field. If he wishes not 
to know, but merely to devise formulae whose only merit shall be 
that they enable him to subsume his observations under their 
appropriate headings, he had better exchange his arduous 
labours for card-indexing or stamp collecting. 


X. 

These are two of the ways in which a philosophy of the 
Incarnation may contribute its part towards leading the Modern 
World out of its predominant scepticism. In the Kternal Logos 
and Wisdom of God, and in Him alone, is to be found a 
principle which gives meaning and value to the scattered frag¬ 
ments of human thought. Apart from Him, these fragments 
remain uncoordinated, unrelated, unexplained. Only when 
viewed in the light of the all-inclusive Principle of the Wisdom 
of God do the pieces find their significance. 

But as life is more than Reason, and yet includes it, so likewise 
the Principles of the Incarnation have implications for the whole 
range of human experience. 'They have their contribution to 
make to the explication of every sphere of life. As well as a 
Christian Philosophy, there is a Christian Ethics, a Christian 
Sociology, a Christian Economics, a Christian Politics. In each 
of these fields, the principles of the Incarnation have their part 
to play. But above and beyond them all, there is a Christian 
Religion. Christianity can never rest content with only 
intellectual or moral regeneration. She seeks to lead her 
disciples in a Mystical VVay of Life. When the principle of the 
Incarnation is made the basis of the Christian devotional life, it 
has th^n accomplished the highest of which it is capable. 


THE FESTIVAL THEATRE 

“David ” 

D. H. Lawrence’s drama turns out to be an ambling 
chronicle of tlie youth of David. Its total formlessness 
reveals Lawrence as no dramatist. The play begins 
with the disgrace of Saul for sparing Agag and the cattle 
of the Arnalekites, and depicts successivelv^ with an 
almost bewildering attention to Biblical detail, the 
choosing and anointing of David by Samuel, the slaying 
of Goliath, David’s escape from death at the hands of 
Saul, Ills marriage witli Alichal, and his evasion of, with 
Michals help, Saul’s messengers. Then it ends, in an 
inexplicable way, with the firing <»f the arrows by 
Jonathan, and his parting with David, “ by the stone 
Ezel.*' Lawrence thus leaves the situation at its darkest, 
with the mad Saul still on the throne, and David driven 
into hiding. He tries to obtain our sympathy for 
the chosen of God, who is continually prevented 
from coming into bis own. David says ; “ It’s a hard 
thing to be the anointed of the Lord.” Taken dramati¬ 
cally Saul is a much more arresting figure. Here 
is a king with duties both to his God and to his 
People. For listening to the voice of the People 
he is rejected by liis God, but still allowed the 
throne. While thus retaining his earthly power witliout 
having the indispensable spiritual backing to it, lie sees 
liis successor to the favour of God climbing nearer and 
nearer u> him, proceeding from triumph to liiumph, and 
all the time he must, willy-nilly, encourage him. 'The 
play accordingly shifts its ceiitie of interest, and so long 
as prominence is given to the jealousy of Saul, ic grips 
the audience well. Unfortunately, this predominance 
only occurs in two long scenes, and these both come in 
the middle of the play. The fortunes of David, as 
followed in the other scenes, seem insignificant beside the 
anguisli in Saul. 

In addition to this misplacing of emphasis, Lawrence^s 
inability to cieate atmospheie in the theatre is betrayed 
in many lesser ways. The two great scenes of Saul both 
suffer troni bathos at the end. Die repetitions are end¬ 
less ; —Lawrence apparentlv thought that a character, by 
repeating identical words tlnee times in reference to the 
same situation, created leiisioii. Poetically it would ; 
dramatically it does not. It merely creates annoyance. 
Except for the occasion when a guilty Saul is CDufronied 
by llie prophet wlio has come to reproach him, Lawrence^s 
silences mean notliing. All communication with the 
audience is achieved by words, torrents of words. The 
language is poetic, often beautiful, but there is so 
little relief from it ! Our impression of the situation is 
received from what the characters tell us they think ; there 
is no opportunity for the actor himself to let us know. 

Tlie production was naturalistic, and so unable to tide 
over the play’s dull patches. Mr Macleod is never at 
fault with his lighting, however, and the double atmos¬ 
phere of trouble and tlie East was well conveyed by the 
settings. 

The best performance came from Mr David Raven, as 
Saul. He wisely refused to be too upset, m the fust 
scene, over being rejected of God, but let his slate of 
mind develop with the playi—^ scene by himself 
after David’s triumph over Goliath, and secondly, in a 
brilliantly produced scene, which is virtually a soliloquy 
by Saul before he throws his javelin at David. These 
are the two best scenes of the play, and in the second. 
Mr Raven is terrific. Mr Peter Hoar gave the shallow 
part of David very satisfactorily, and Mr Don Gemmell

For most of the first half the Harlequin foi wards 
dominated the gauie, and on one of ihe rare occasions 
when the University pack gaineil possession of the ball, 
a try was awarded them after a sUong rush with 
Bowling, Bowman, and Lord all prominent. 

In the second half R. B. Jones, wiio leads tlie pack 
well, if a shade too politely, got his forwards together 
more often, and as a result the University backs saw 
more of the ball. Even then the heeling was so slow 
that C. W. Jones could do little except kick to touch or 
set his three-quarters going with somewhat dubious 
chances of them getting anywhere. However, on three 
occasions the ball came out really well, and on the first 
two Fyfc scored tries in tlie corner, once after some 
good passing by Jones and Dick, and secondly after 
Wooller sent Dick away to make a superb opening for 
his wing. The third try in this half was scored by 
C. W. Jones, who side-stepped all the Harlequin mid- 
field players, in thecouise of a thirty yard run, and thereby 
crowned a good afternoon's work most suitably. 

The general trouble at the moment with the Uni¬ 
versity team is amongst the forwards, and in particular 
with the front row of the scrum. No doubt the splendid 
Harlequin pack showed them up in a bad light, and it is 
to be hoped that a change will be made there. It would 
seem as if W. F. Blackadder or J. F. Dingle should be 
included to partner Buchanan, who made a good first 
appearance, and Bowring. R. B. Jones was in grand 
form and did an immense amount of work, while the 
back row were lively and intelligent, with J. H. Bowman 
outstanding. A. M. Rees should soon be very good, but 
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3 l I lie niotiient has not the technique of Wiilcyii Thomas 

in tlie lines out, although his ideas are similar to those 
of the Welsh captain, while J R, C, Lord did some 
good things. 

The Harlequin forwards, well led by Dunkiey, were 
all good, and make a wonderful pack. 

Johnston and Fyfe both played well, the latter 
running well to score his two tries ; he uses the cross 
kick very intelligently, but is inclined to place it a shade 
too straight at the moment. Wooller improved steadily 
and looked very dangerous on two occasions ; it will be a 
week or two before he fits in with the line, but when he 
does Johnston will get plenty of chances. Dick was in 
good form and ran beautifully in the second half, com¬ 
bining very well witli Fyfe. J. K. Bowcott, hampered 
by bad heeling, was not in his best form, but looks like 
combining well with C. W. Jones. No doubt many 
speclaluis weie there to see Jones live up to his reputa¬ 
tion, and in no way did he disappoint them. His taking 
ot any sort of pass was sure, his kicking both in attack 
and defence was well limed, and beset his tlnee-quarteis 
going remarkably snuxfthly. Only on two occasions 
was it possible for him t-p break through on liis own, and 
only on twt) occasions did he trv. On the second (-f 
these he scored undet the posts, after the most d.tzzling 
display of side-stepping one could wish for. This hack 
division shouKl become as great as that of 1928, when 
Gu\' Morgan was captain. May tliey all be prescrvetl 
from injury.

The other fours are only 
moderate. The standard is definitely higher ihan the 
last few years, and some good racing and some good times, 
if the conditions hold, are in prospect.

C.U. V. Aston Villa. Oct. iq. 

The University were up against stiff opposition in 
their opening match, and unfortunately for them the 
Villa forwards had their ‘shooting boots' on. The 
extra confidence professionals gain in playing against a 
University team tells heavily in their favour in that they 
attempt shots which they would not in their League 
games, and on Thursday several of these attempts 
found the back of the net in lightning fashion. Aston 
Villa played as well as any professional side has played 
on the Grange road ground for many years past, and 
from the spectators’ point of view were a delight to 
watch. There was a large crowd present to see their 
fine passing and ball control at high speed, and their 
ubiquitous support of each other. The University were 
most unlucky in having Craig badly hurt after the first 
20 minutes, and Strasser slightly disabled during the 
last 20 minutes. But for this it is doubtful if the Villa 
would have totalled more than 5 or 6 goals. 

Gibbens played a good game in goal, but it was Strasser 
and Hollebone who, playing excellent defensive football, 
kept the scoring down until near the end. They and 
Sutcliffe got through a tremendous amount of work and 
never tired. It was only to be expected that the forwards 
would take some time to settle down, but at times they 
did reasonably well. They were inclined to hesitate too 
much, especiall}^ Caldwell at outside right, who might have 
dashed in and had a shot on several accasions. Taylor 
played an excellent game on the wing, and it is a pity he 
wasnotgiven moreof the ball. Brown played well,but was 
inclined to keep the ball too long. Cameron, who scored 
two of the goals, showed that he was an opportunist and 
might develop into a good player, but he does not 
position himself correctly at the moment. 

The two most obvious criticisms of the University’s 
play at present are firstly, the halves often got the ball 
with a clear 20 yards ahead of them, and, instead of 
drawing their man and passing 5 yards in front of him, 
they made a long pass, only to find it intercepted by an 
opponent. Secondly, the full-backs would often have 
found it better to pass low to the halves than to kick the 
ball over to the feet of the opposing backs. Too often 
a long high kick by a back is waste of effort or worse.
